TAX COLLECTOR 


(by Edith I.,a Francis) 

Since the constable in colonial times already had •wide powers 
of “arresting and of breaking open houses and the like” he was 
given the job of collecting taxes. If tlie treasury was short of 
money he often got the blame although the task of collecting was 
far from simple. 

In this land of thriving farms there was a shortage of' one 
important thing—cash. Ships bringing supplies took much of the 
coin back to England. Thus, the colonists resorted to the use of 
Wampum and farm products as money. Taxes were payable in 
com (meaning all grains and peas), beaver, cattle, hogs, etc. and 
even lumber and cloth. These were termed “Country Pay”. 

The constable was given power to impress boats and carts 
to use in getting taxes to the treasury. Livestock walked long dis¬ 
tances overland to the point of collection. By the time he govem- 
men paid the constable, paid for freight, feed for live stock, stor¬ 
age for grain, the taxes had shrunk. An attempt in 1686 to collect 
in money failed. 

May 27, 1685 Springfield petitioned the government to receive 
their rates “in come and noe more require any money of your 
moneyless petitioners”. Suffield sent a like petition, “let it be 
judged abundantly enough for us to pay henceforward our coun¬ 
try's <lues in come, when we can reisc it and are not forced to go 
to other to'wns to work for com for our families.” This was grant¬ 
ed “if paying in good mei’chantable come at one third part less 
price than is set in the Country Rate and deliver the same to the 
treasurer at Boston, at their own charge, casualties of seas ex¬ 
cepted”. 

In 1693, a constable of Springfield, employed to collect the 
pro'vihce tax, I'eceived 180 bushels of dried peas. He made half a 
dozen trips to Hartford and one to Boston to complete arrange¬ 
ments for shipment. 

He still had the problem of getting the “taxes” to Hartford 
to be loaded o'n the sea going vessel. This he set out to do him¬ 
self. Somewhere in the rapids where Enfield Dam is now located, 
he met with sudden disaster—and the taxes were water soaked and 
ruined. His follow townsmen petitioned the court that he might not 
be charged for the loss and this was granted. 

By this time the colonists were making coins in their own mint 
and paper money was being used. Thus, by 1700, Constables were 
no longer burdened ^vith transporting taxes in the form of “Coun¬ 
try Pay.”

of deceased vetei’ans for nonserv¬ 
ice-connected deaths, provided the 
applicants ui*e othei'wise eligible. 

Any VA office can explain full 
elgibility requirements for pension.
